tiiusiasin wliieh jirevailed Thursday and Friday. 
Four favorites won tislay. luuvever. and the puhlie 
«*hoiees in the first .and last raees ImuIi finished 
s<Ma*nd. so tliat. all in all. the i)»‘o]»le w<*re well 
.s.a'istied with tlienisidves and the ineetinj; just 
elosed. 

'Pile first raee was for tliree-year-ohls ami over 
at a mile and Thisth-dale was made the favorite, 
lie set a fast i»aee and led to the stret<*h turn, 
where Itrussel hnuitrht Fastmi up with a rush and 
>\on ;roimr away. Thistledale tired hadly in the 

last furloti;:. but saved second place from the fast 
elosiii" 1‘uniqite. St. .Teanne, the second choice. 

• fidiowtal the leader closely to the stretch and thmi 
letired. 

Pile Folt stable finally won another race after 
liv<* ttnsuccessful attempts, when traim*r Italy sent 

K. ara to the iK»st .an mids on favoriti* in the .se<*ond 
ra««*. The race f«a* the first turn of tlie fi**ld was 
between Kara and Essex 11.. hut Kara came away 
from the Kerr horse in the last turn and held his 
advaiitaire to the (‘Ud. 

Six scratches still left fifteen two-year-olds to 
jro in the third rate, of which lUdlwether, on 
liis last performance, when thousands were taken 
from till* rinjr, was a^r.iiu made th«* favorite and 
easily defeateil Trey of Sjiades. The race at all 
times was strictly lietween these two, hut Eell- 
wether proved mm*h th<‘ best in the closin;^ drive. 
Tre.v of Spades finished five lensrths in front of 
tMnnipotent. whiih narrowl.v escaped with third 
pla<-e, just gettinj: up to nose out Iteardall in the 
last strides. 

Ileauclere repeated his perforinatu*e in the Wash- 
injrton Cup in the Maximum Stakes, which is the 
longest race and the last stake of the year here. The 
runninj; of the race was very Inferestinj: to watcli. 
as the field of six thrict* circled the course in 
conslantly shifting positions. Iteaucb‘re ami Iron- 
sides were nearly e<pial 4-hoices in the liettin?; 
ami the imidie anticipated the outcome, as the horses 
linished exaett.v as tlu* pri<cs of tlie forty-three 
la.vers imlicated. Ironsides led for the first two 
miles on sttfTi‘rame. as Swain was «*ompelled to 
use all his streujrth to hold Ih‘aucb*re in restraint. 
Wheti hej?intiin;r the last time around he jjave 
Iteauclere liis head, the coura;r»M»us horse w«*nt 
to the front with a rush, ami after the turn into 
i|m‘ stretch simply cantered under a pull, Iteauclere 
Ik'hting for his head, and it a»)peared at times as 
if ho would throw his exhausted rider over his 
head. Ih*auclere passed the judges’ stand while 
the excited throng in the gramlstand cheered both 
Jiorse and rider. Ironsides was easily second best 
ami finished six lengths in front of Banker, which 
(Niiight the tiring Right Royal in time to take third 
jdace by a neck.

Kempton won the fifth race after being restrained 
in the first half and then unnecessarily ridden out 
at the finish. He was at a good price, for a favor 
He. (Jeorge O. Hall set the early pace and in a 
game finish, with jockey Smith trying to again 
♦ivertake the winner, finished three lengths before 
Millstone. Millstone ran a good race, closing a 
big gap in the stretch. 

Howard Shcan was withdrawn from the first race 
and sent in the last race of the day. whieh he 
won by a head from Toquessing and the fast eoiuiiig 
Samuel H. Harris a close up third. This race was 
cont<*sted l»y a flehl of fairly goinl class liorses, 
but it was considerably marred by the withdrawal 
of the recent winners. Miss Frawford, ComcHlionne 
and Ivauhoe. Everything in the raee received some 
snpiKirt and there vfas little variam*e in the prices 
laid against the different starters. The disap- 
IMiintmcnt of the race was tlie bad showing of 
Oraculum, wdiich retired after a brief display of his 
usual speed. 

.Most of the regulars will leave tonight on the 
Tavauagh train for New York, wliile the horsemen 
with stables in training, will either go to New 
Orleans tomorrow, or put the horses hy until the 
spring meeting opens here, the last week in 
Mnreh. * 

The victory of Bellwether in the third race gave 
the iKiokmakers a shock wbicli w’ill cause them to 
remember closing day here all winter. 



SUPPRESSES A PEST. 

New Orleans, NoveiulK*r .*10. — X qnietns was 

put on a seheme of the Louisiana Driving Chib to 
put i»n night raiing at tlieir lialf-mile track opposit 
City Park. Mayor Boliarman yesterday addressed a 
letter to Inspector of Police Wliitakcr as follows: 

“III view of the repeated minors and persistent 
re|K*rts that an attempt will be made to inangnrat 
night ra<*ing at one of the local tracks I would r« 
ijucst yon to notify those who are interested if 
tlie rumors and reports are true to abandon the 
project before subjectiufj themselves to tlie expense 
necessary, for the reason that night raidiig in New 
Orleans will not he tolerateil under any cinumi 
stances. This objection applies with eqiial force 
against Sniida.v racing. It Is my desire that .von 
take all the steps necessary to prevent any at 
tempt to inaugurate either night or Sunday raeini 
at any of the tracks within the jurisdiction of the 
cit.v of Now Orleans. Please give this your earuesi 
and immediate attention.” . 



JOHNNY EDWARDS DEAD. 



I»s Angeles. Cal., November .30. — .Johnny Ed 
wards. prob.ably tlie highest-priced and m«>st vain 
able horse at Ascot Park, died here yesterday from 
sickness contracted on the cars. He was a two 
.vear-old. hy Kingston — Climax, and bred at James 
R. Keene’s Castleton Stud. A great career being 
expected of him when a yearling hut falling to 
realize expectations, he was sold to Senator P. H 
.McC’arren for $2,200, .MK'arren subsequently re- 
fused an offer of $l.j.000 f«>r him. Tlie colt arriv«*d 
here in charge of trainer James Boden after a long 
roundabout trip from Baltimore. A week’s con 
tinement on the cars brought on a malady from 
which he failed to recover despite the attention of 
a crack veterinary, who came here on a hnrry call 
from Emeryville. 

Johnny Edwards was named for the secretary 
of the Jamaica track. The colt recently won two 
races at Pimlico with case.

will prove tlu* aecnrate judgment of tiiose who, 
after Jiaving looked him over with a critical eye, 
consiiler him as the host candidate for classic 
honours next year among the males. Behind him 
■ome Talo Biribil. Schuyler, Northeast. Monitor — 
over a moderate distam*e — Lamancnr, Bah Azonm, 
and a goodly nninber of eolts. so that with all the 
lorlons uncertainties with whieh a •wintering’ is 
franglit. opinions as to tlu* respective merits of the 
sexes must be suspended until the Hnineas arc at 
hand. 

•*Tlie ‘.T-m-key’ has been the first to publish the 
statistics of the past flat racing sea.son. Mr. 

Caillault stands at the head of the list of winners, 
with $12.1.<HiO mid, while his first Derby winner, 
Perth, in 1S!>9, occupies the place of honor among 
sires with $112.doO. .M. Caillault is followed by 

•M. Lienx, who owns no breeding stable, and has 
nfranchised hims(*lf from the slavery of studying 
fiedigrees for the due mating of sires and dams. 

He is a keen judge, and picks out his equine repre- 
senatives from selling races after they have been 
lint through the mill and when they are sent cherry 
ripe to the i>ost. He runs them judiciously, and 
no one can accuse him of that fault, common to 
man.v owners who dela.v making hay while the sun 
sliim*s and ko<*p their hors(*s in the stable when 
they are ready to run. M. Lienx has won a trifle 

over and has still a good stable, includin; 

cross-country performers, whose winnings are not 
inelndcd in the sum mentioned. Baron Edouard de 
Rotlischild's winnings are i>ut down at $D*!>.200, an 
excellent result for all the care James Watson ha. 
bestowed on his horses, and I am pleased to see 
tliat Hie seiond place on the list of winning sires 
is o<*< npied h.v Lo Roi Soleil, which was the first 
Grand I’rix winner to carr.v the colors of the owner 
of the Meautry Stud. M. E, V’eil-Picard maintains 
even a more honorable |K>sitlon than that which 
fell to him through tlie endeavors of George 
Cunningham, Jr,, last year. 

M. Maurice Ephrussi. who has reduced his racing 
stable to the narrowest limits, has, however, reaped 
tlu* benefit oj his enter]irise in sending horses to 
England to give them a foretaste of what will be 
cxjiected of them at home. He has won .$»>7,025, or 
le.ss than is credited to the sire he bred. War 
Dance. Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt, who stmai at the 
toi» of the list of winning owners at the end of 
last year, when Prestige and Mainteuou proved 
such good winners for him, onl.v comes fourth this 
.vear, just in front of .M. de Monbel. whose interests 
in tlie hands of Harry Webb have not suffered, since 
lie precedes M. Edmond Blanc, who has a lot of 
leeway to make np. Flying Fox has also lost hte 
cominuiuling i>osition he held in the list of winning 
sires. His name is topped by tliat of Perth, Le 
Roi Soleil, Son O’Mlne, and War Dance, while tread- 
ing close on his heels arc Simonian, Le S’aglttaire, 
St. Damien, Lutln. and Doricles. The old stable 
of Baron de Selilckler, now racing in the name of 
his son-in-law. Count II. de Pourtales, has been 
oven more seurvily treatc<l by fortune than that 
of his former rival for championship honors, the 
owner of the Jardy Stud. The produce of the Mar- 
tinvast Stud have simply credited W. Webb’s stable 
with a meagre $r»,7.>0. The study of the list of 
winning owners as a comparison between those who 
take pleasure in sport for the honor of their stable 
colors and hesitate at no expense where blood is 
concerned, and M- Lienx, who is studless, relying 
on his own judgment, is a proof positive of the 
dictum of .\dmiral Rous, who compared horses to 
greyhounds and said that, breed them as you liked, 
throe in a thousand was a good average.’’

AND KEATOR IN TEST STAKES. 



Magic First in the Steeplechase—Lens Out- 
stays Refined — Approbation Scores 
for the Texans. 



RIGHT ROYAL’S FUTURE. 

Samuel Lazarus will retire Right Royal to the 
stud at his farm near Ahilene, Texas, next week. 
The Hindoo stallion, Macy, is now at the head 
of the Lazarus Stud, and Right Royal will be 
the second stallion brought to the farm since Mr. 
Lazarus went in for breeding. The black horse 
is sound in every respect with the exception of 
a bad leg, and Newton Bennington, who raced him 
as a two-year-old, named him Right Royal because 
he believed the colt was the most superbly bred 
colt of English pedigree in this country, and Mr. 
Lazarus hclieves that he will prove a better sire 
than .Macy, which has already sent Temaceo, Macy 
Bird, I. Ham, Doctor Hollis, Maccana, Mannie May. 
Maycella. IJestroyer, Heap Talk, Tee Tick and Civet 
Noir to the races. 

JOCKEY CUNNINGHAM DEAD. 



New Orleans, L.t.. November .30. — A splemFul card 
of six races, containing the T(*st Stakes for all 
ages and a steeplechase handicap as features, at- 
tracted a large attendanci* to City Park. .More 
enthnsiasni was displayed than heretofore, and in 
several instances the finishes were close enough 
to suit the most exacting. 

Starter Dade’s mistake of dispatching the steeple- 
chase field while the favorite, W. K. Slade, had 
not reached the post, brought criticism and hisses 
from the spectators. The fault was solely Dade’s 
and he felt his mistake keenly. Magic, from Ed- 
ward Corrigan’s stable, aided h.v a splendid ride, 
took the purse in eomniauding style, hut it is doubt- 
ful if he would have won if Bank Ibdiday had been 
sent away from the post on anything like even 
terms. 

Only three competed in the Test Stakes, making 
the net value of the purse to the winner, $1,140. 
Jack .Vtkin’s presence in the stake caused other 
owners to fight shy of opposing him. In his 
present form he was considered unbeatable, and 
made overwhelming choice. The Fizer following 
got the word early that Pinkola would take the 
Schreiber crack’s measure, and the youngster was 
given confid(*nt support. Keator, the other starter, 
was neglected. Pinkola, at the barrier’s rise, 
(lashed into a long b*ad. which he maintaineil all 
the way. Before going a half he had Jack Atkin 
in distress. ’I'he run through the stretch was 
simply a gorwl gallop for Pinkola, which eventually 
won by a eonple of lengths. Keator was badl.v 
out paced all the way. There was a disposition on 
the part of many easterners to belittle Pinkola’s 
victory by claiming that the cuppy track was un- 
snited to Jack Atkin. Fred Burlew, however, gave 
the Fizer colt due credit for his meritorious victory, 
and tried to get the owner to set a figure on the 
youngster with a view to purchase. Fizer refused 
to discuss terms.

Dargiu would have taken the purse in d few more 
strides.

Among the arrivals will 
be Clarence McDowell, who will officiate as pre- 
siding steward. 

Starter Cassid.v sent word today that his wife 
was still in a critical condition and that he would 
remain ca.*<t until the crisis was passed. In all 
probabilities his arrival here will be delayed t(*n 
days, or possibly two weeks. 

Jockey DearlMirn, under contract to J. Gass, f<*ll 
and fractured his arm in a roller skating contest 
last night. 

•Toekey .McDaniel will arrive Monday and begin 
riding for Bnrlew & O’Neill, who have him und(*r 
contract for the winter. Johnny Fay is due to 
arrive tomorrow and will join the ranks of layers. 
William Wallace will winter his horses, incliidin.g 
Lane Allen, at Montgomery Park, Memphis. 

A. F, Mathews returned today from Lexington, 
where he purchased several yearlings. A. Noble 
also arrived today with Jolm Dillon and three other 
jumpers. John Keegan, who will have charge of 
the track at City Park, assumed active dntles 
this morning. Jockey M. Crimmins was among 
today’s arrivals. 

From Washington on Monday will come R. S. 
Davis, with eight horses; I, Davidson with sev(*n 
and Mrs. M. L. Britton’s pair of Derby eligibles, 
Mnfti and The Shaiighraun. 

That there will not be any change of betting 
systems was decided yesterday at a conference 
of Messrs. Barnes, Winn. Corrigan, Heaslip and 
RhiiKH'k. Other matters looking toward the better- 
ment of the sport was decided on and Manager 
Winn was given full powers to execute them.

TWO OF SARATOGA’S GREAT STAKES. 

Nominations to the Spinaway of 1909 and The 
Hopeful Stakes of 1910. 



Entries to the Spiuaway Stakes of 1909 and the 
Hopeful Stakes of 1910, which closed November 11, 
are published in the Racing Calendar. The entries 
to tl’.e Spinaway are of fillies foaled in 1907. and 
number 212. The entries to the Hopeful are of 
mares covered in 1907, and are 562 in number. 
Both events rank high in the Saratoga Stake list, 
the Hopeful being the more important and valuable 
of the two. Its entry list presents some decidedly 
interesting features. Iii the list of new sires 
appear the names of Rook Sand. Adam, Singleton, 
Saturday, Ivan the Terrible, Delhi, Wild Mint, The 
Scribe, Bryn Mawr, Infle.xible, Ort Wells. Stalwart 
and Mexican as sires of the future. 

In this connection it is noteworthy that Mr. Bel- 
mont has nominated twenty-eight mares mated with 
Rock Sand, among which appear the names of such 
I»atricians as Beldame, Fides, Glory, Tea’s Over, 
Tiptoe, Hautesse, Lady .Madge, Lady Margaret and 
Souriante. Besides Mr. Belmont’s mares Roi'k Sand 
has been mated with such other marcs in the Hope- 
ful as E. R. Bradley’s Philistia and Oneck Stable’s 
Oneck Queen. So Mr. Belmont’s $125,000 sire will 
l)e well represented by his first crop of youngsters 
in this country. Besides Rock Sand. Mr. Belmont 
is represented by his old standby, Hastings, with 
eighteen mares; Octagon, with thirteen; .Singleton, 
two; M'aterciess, twtr. Persimmon, one; The Bard, 
one; Ben Strome, one; Star Ruby, two aud Ethel- 
bert. one. 

Mr. James R. Keeiie has forty-ulne nominations 
made up of fourteen mares mated with Disguise; 
twelve with Voter and Ben Brush with nine; Delhi, 
six; Adam, one; (ioldtinch, one; Ben Strome, one; 
Star Ruby, one; Wild Mint, one and Kingston two. 
The Star Ruby nomination is Optime, the dam of 
Sy.sonby. Peter Pan’s dam, Cinderella, was sent 
to Disguise ami Colin’s dam, Pastorella, to Voter, 
as also was Cerito, the dam oi Ballot. Citronella 
was mated with .Vdain, Rhodesia with Goldfinch, 
Ben My Chree with Ben Strome and Pink Domino 
with Wild Mint. 

.\s is generally the case in produce stakes, Mr. J. 
B. Haggin is the loader iu number of nominations, 
liaving made 139 with the pick of his great stud 
matrons rei»resented and Star Ruby, Royal Flush 
HI.. Goldlim-h. Slave, Bute, Watercress. Afri- 
cander. Juvenal, Reliable, Ben Strome, Greenan, 
Dieudonue, Kinley Mack, M'aterboy, Toildiiigton, 
Sombrero, McChe.Kney, First Water, Gorolsteln, 
.Mimic and Order lH‘ing the stallions named. 

II. P. Whitney has nominated f<Yrty-three mares, 
nineteen mated with Hamlmrg; four witli Hamburg 
aud Sandringham: live with SandritiglianY ; seven 

with Riley; one witli Riley and Hamburg; two with 
Sandringham and Irish Lad; two with Irish Lad 
and tlirt'c with Adam. In tlie list of Hamburg's 
cYMisorts are Blue Girl, Ilurly Burly„ Endurance by 
Right, Daisy F.. Jinks. Margerique. Tanya, Minoola, 
Equality and Samlria. while Yorkville Belle, Kil- 
deer. Black Venus aud Fiesole were sent to Sand- 
ringham also. The use of Riley is to swiire hnsMl- 
mares, the union of Hurly Burly and Hamburg, 
as r<*prt>scntod by such a flyer as Burgomaster, sug- 
gesting the desirability of acquiring more mares 
by Riley. This old son of Longfellow was given a 
goiHl chance with siieii crack man*s as Huiidspuii, 
Heart’s Desire, Leisure, Queen of Hearts, irranla. 
Song Queen, Si.ster Mary and Eugenia Burch, the 
latter mare being als«i mated with Hamburg. The 
mares sent to the costly French horse, Adam, were 
Sallie of Navarre, Irish Reel and Bello of Troy. 

Clarence II. .Mackay has entered nineteen mares 
covered by Mediller ami one by Hastings. John E. 
Madden has in sixty-one Hamburg Place mares 
that were sent to Yankee, Plaudit, Tiic Scribe, 
Ogden, Migraine. Galore and Planudcs. II. P. Ilea«l- 
ley has named twelve mares mated wtili Ornament, 
.May Hempstead being one of them. .lohn Sanford 
lias eleven, with Cliflord, Cliuctuiiunda. Caughna- 
waga and Rockton as his stallions. Barney Schrei- 
!kt has naiiKMl ten mares, seven mated with Sain, 
two with Bannockburn and one with Sir Hercules. 
R. T. 5Vilson, Jr. has eight, all covered by Mexi- 
can.

Altogether there is immense variety in lines of 
breiHling embraced in the nominations to the Hope- 
ful of 1910 and. as a mere matter of sentiment, 
no one could object to the hoj>e that it might fall 
to a son or daughter of Yankee and Imp, the 
famons and admired ‘‘Coal Black Lady,” having 
been muted with that son of Hanover aud Correc- 
tion.

Ernest C. Leraontagne, owner of the Chelsea 
Stable, is in Washington to supervise the removal 
of the horses from the track after the close of the 
meeting. 

Luigi .Masnada, the Italian steeplechase rider, 
wdio was very successful on the Canadian circuit 
this seasou, has arrivtMl at New Orleans, where he 
will remain for the winter. 

It is rejYorted that the I>os Angeles Racing As- 
sociation has employed Dr. J, J. Ogle, a New York 
veterinary, as track veterinarian at Santa Anita 
Park during the coming meeting. 

Ill the future bookmakers at New Orleans will 
use a different style of slate card than they have 
been using. It will be of white pa|>er and printed 
in larger tyiie, so their patrons can more easily read 
names of horses and prices. 

Fred Gerliardy, who is officially connected with 
several Cunadiuii tracks during the racing seasou. 
Is In Los Angeles for the winter. Mr. Gebhardy does 
not exiYCCt to take more than a recreative interest 
in the Santa Anita Park met*ting. 

The two-year-old bay colt Contact, by Bathampton 
— Touch,* which trainer James Bmlen took to F>os 
Angeles shortly after the close of the Pimlii'fi 
meeting, was sick when the car arrived at Ascot 
I’ark aud died the next morning. 

John E. Madden, It is said, has abandoned his 
plan to go to Europe this winter with his two 
boys. He now intends to divide his time between 
New York, Washington and Hamburg Place at Lex- 
ington, Ky. His yearlings will be wintered at the 
Benning track. 

Jockeys McDaniel and Notter, who were the 
leading riders of the M’ashington Jockey Chib meet- 
ing, which closed yesterday, will ride in New Or- 
leans this winter. McDaniel will ride for Burlew 
& O’Neill, wiiile C. R. Ellison will make all en- 
gagements for Notter. 

Notwithstanding the rei>orts circulated by some 
turf writers, the eastern system of betting as usimI 
at City Park, seems to be favored by the layers. 
A vote of the bookmakers was taken Friday on their 
own initiative and only four w’yre found to be in 
favor of tile ohl stylo Ix^tiis.

Whitney stable in New York u|mui its retYiiii Irum 
winter quarters at Aiken, S. C. Sw’aiu lias iinpnived 
considerably in bis work in the saddle during the 
Benning meeting and it is largely due to the coacli- 
ing lie received from F. E. Gardner. 

It is said tliat S. N. Hexter has made anaiige- 
iiK'iits to lake tiflot*n horses to, .Mexico for winter 
racing. He says there is hardly a ha<d<Midu in 
Mexico now that has not two or tliree .Vinerb-aii 
thoroughbreds and real horse racing is becoming 
a lYopular sport. The horses he expects to take 
aiToss the Rio Grande are destined for Mexiium 
breeding establishments after tlieir racing days 
are over. 

Max Hirseh, wlio is training Beauclere for J. V. 
Leinaire, tlie New York turfman, was a jinkey 
riding for Hennen and David .Morris not so many 
years ago. He was first bronglit out by tlie lat«* 
Wyndliam \Yaldeii of the Bowling BnN>k Farm, near 
Baltimori*. it is said that Mr. Leinaire, since 
Hirseh won the Washington Cup an<l .Maxininni 
Stakes with Beauclere, may decide to race a more 
pretentious stable next year.
